1 . Claims 1 2, 1 5-22 are allowed.

3730628) does not teach nor make obvious (claim 12 and 22) the modulation signal 
includes a related sequence of pulses of constant amplitude distribution and is 
distributed uniformly in terms of time and its amplitude corresponds to a quantization 
level during separation of the received pulses, or to an integral multiple of such 
quantization level.
